Traitor before the Title accrued to him. And the Obſervation Stanihurſt mentions,

my former Chamber in the Middle 'I'emple, intending to re- 
new my Studies in the Laws till the Rebellion was paſſed over. 

Then Robert Earl of Eſſex was deſigned for the Govern- 
ment of this Kingdom, unto whoſe Service I was recommended 
by Mr. Anthony Bacon; whereupon his Lordſhip very nobly 
received me, and uſed me with Favour and Grace, in employ- 
ing me in ſuing out his Patent and Commiſſion for the Govern- 
ment of Ireland; whereof Sir Henry Wallop having notice, 
utterly to ſuppreſs me, renewed his former Complaint to the 
Queen's Majeſty againſt me ; whereupon, by her Majeſty's 
ſpecial Directions, I was ſuddenly attached, and conveyed cloſe 
Priſoner to the Gate-Houſe; all my Papers ſeized and ſearch- 
ed; and although nothing could appear to my Prejudice, yet 
my cloſe Reſtraint was continued till the Earl of Eſſex was 
gone to Ireland, and two Months afterwards ; at which Time, 
with much Suit, I obtained of her ſacred Majeſty the Favour to 
de preſent at my Anſwers ; where I ſo fully anſwered and clear- 
ed all their Objections, and delivered ſuch full and evident Juſ- 
tifications for my own Acquittal, as it pleaſed the Queen to uſe 
_ theſe Words: © By God's Death, all theſe are but Inventions 
„ againſt this young Man, and all his Sufferings are for being 
< able to do us Service, and theſe Complaints urged to foreſtall 
him therein: But we find him a Man fit to be employed by 
« ourſelves, and we will employ him in our Service; and 
„ Wallop and his Adherents ſhall know, that it ſhall not be 

<« in the Power of any of them to wrong him, neither ſhalb 
« Wallop be our Treaſurer any longer.“ And, ariſing from 
Council, gave Order not only for my preſent Enlargement, but, 
alſo diſcharging all my Charges and Fees during my Reſtraint, 
gave me her royal Hand to kiſs, which I did heartily ; humbly 
thanking God for that great Deliverance. |

Being commanded by her Majeſty to attend at Court, it 
was not many Days before her Highneſs was pleaſed to beſtow 
upon me the Office of Clerk of the Council of Munſter (g), 
and to commend me over to Sir George Carew (after Earl of 
Totneſs) then Lord Preſident of Munſter ; ' whereupon I 
bought of Sir Walter Rawleigh his Ship, called Pilgrim, into 
which I took a Freight of Ammunition and Victuals, and 
came in her myſelf by long Seas ; and arrived at Carrigfoile in 
Kerry, where the Lord Preſident and the Army were then at 
the Gove of that Caſtle ; which when we had taken, I was 
there worn Clerk of the Council of Munſter, and preſently 
after made a Juſtice of Peace and Quorum throughout all that 
Province. And this was the ſecond Riſe that God gave unto 
my Fortunes. Phd ont e FR LCL A 
Then as Clerk of the Council I attended the Lord Preſident. 
in all his Employments, waited on him [who aſſiſted the L. D. 
Mountjoy] at the whole Siege of Kinſale, and was employed by 
his Lordſhip to her Majeſty with the News of that happy Vic- 
tory [obtained over the Iriſh 1:der the Earl of Tyrone, and 
the Spaniards, 24th December 1601]; in which Employment 
I made a ſpeedy Expedition to the Court; for, J left my Lord 
Preſident 'at Shandon Caftle near Cork on the Monday Morn- 
ing about Two of the Clock, and the next Day delivered my 
Pacquet, and ſupped with Sir Robert Cecil, being then prin- 
cipal Secretary, at his Houſe in the Strand ; who, after Sup- 
per, held me in Diſcourſe till Two of the Clock in the Morn- 
ing, and by Seven that Morning called upon me to attend him 


to the Court, where he preſented me to her Majeſty in her 


Bedchamber, who remembered me, calling me by my Name, 
and giving me her Hand to kiſs, telling me, that ſbe was glad 
that I was the happy Man to bring the -fir/ſt News of the glorious 
Victory. And after her Majeſty had interrogated with me up- 
on ſundry Queſtions very punctually, and that therein I had 
given her full Satisfaction in every Particular, ſhe gave me 
again her Hand to kiſs, and commanded my Diſpatch for Ire- 
land, and fo diſmiſſed me with Grace and Favour. 
At my Return into Ireland, I found my Lord Preſident ready 

to march to the Siege of Beerhaven-Caſtle, then fortified and 
poſſeſſed by the Spaniards and ſome Iriſh Rebels, which after 
Battering we had made aſſaultable, entered and put all to the 
Sword. His Lordſhip then fell to reducing theſe Weſtern Parts

there, with his Regiment of 1000 Foot, inſpired the Engliſh 
with freſh Courage; but that Gentleman bringing over the 
Proclamation againſt the Rebels, they grew deſperate, and ex- 
Auguſt 1617, before Sir Richard Moryſon, Vice-Preſident of Munſter, there ap- 
peared of his own Servants at Tallaghe, 86 Horſemen, 186 Pikemen, 2 50 Shot, and 
6 Halberdiers, (a Liſt of whom is preſerved in the Lambeth Library) and by an In- 
quiſition then and there taken, to diſcover the Breaches of Articles, Covenants, and 
Conditions, made by the Undertalcers of Plantations in Munſter, and particularly 
whether any Iriſh were permitted to dwell on the ſaid Lands, it was found, that no 
body was ſowell ſupplied with Britiſh Tenants as Sir Richard Boyle,. for that he had 
Ft his Lands to Britiſh improving Tenants, who had built Houſes, and dwelt upon 
the ſame ; that the entire Rent of his Seigniory being 100 Marks per Ann, he paid 
wholly without Defalcation ; and that all his Land was inhabited with Engliſh 
which was the more commendable in him, becauſe he FO, upon his Teſtimony, 
preſented, that by his Patent he was bound to none of the Covenants and Conditions 
that the Undertakers were obliged to obſerve, And. for the better accompliſhing. 


his intended Plantation, he purchaſed ſundry Manors and Lands from the Earl of 


Thomond, Lord Bourk, Sir Richard Fleetwood » Sir Robert Newcomen, and others, 
in the Counties of Waterford, Cork, and Kerry, which, together with all his pur- 
chaſed Lands, were confirmed 3d March 1613, to him and his Heirs in Fee, as Pa- 
tentee and immediate Tenant to the Crown, with many Privileges and Juriſdictions. 
Alſo, as Aſſignee to Sir James Sempill, of Beltrees in Scotland, he had a Grant 16th 
Joly 1622, of the Manors of Ballymodane, alias Ballybandon, Caſtleton, &c. in the 
arony of Carbery and County of Cork, which were created into the Manors of Bal- 
lIydahab, Cloghnekilty, and Innyſkeene, with 500 Acres in each for demeſne Lands;

In July 1642, he was deſired and empowered by the. L. J. 
as Cuſtos Rotulorum of the Counties of Cork and Waterford, 
to hold Quarter Seſſions for the Indiftment of the Rebels in 
thoſe Counties of High Treaſon, when many hundreds were 
indicted accordingly. In a Letter to the Speaker of the Houſe 
of Commons of Veland, dated 25th Auguſt 1642, his Lord- 
ſhip obſerved, that the Loſs of Limerick would have been pre- 
vented, had the Forces come over which the Parliament long 
. fince had ordered; the Cannon of which Place had ſerved 
them to reduce all the Caſtles in that County, except Loughgir, 
defended for the Earl of Bath, and his own Caſtle of Aſkea- 
ton (wherein he maintained 100 Men ſince the breaking out of 
the Rebellion) which was then beſieged by 4000 Iriſh, and in 
great Danger of being loſt. That the Forces maintained by 
him, and commanded by his Sons, had deſtroyed above 3000 
Rebels ſince the Inſurrection; that he was forced to ſell his 
Plate to pay the- Soldiers, and concludes, “I have with a free 
Heart and liberal Hand ſpent all that J have, and am able 
to do no more; I grieve not at my own Loſſes. or Wants, 
* but to ſee thoſe ſeaſoned and well diſciplined Companies to 
be without Cloaths or Pay afflicts me to the Soul.“ His no- 
ble Spirit indeed thought nothing too much to venture for the 
Service of his King and Country, riſquing his whole Family 0 
on the ſame Bottom with the Proteſtant Intereſt in Ireland; 
and therefore in the Battle of Liſcarroll, fought 3d Septem- 
ber 1642, wherein the Engliſn obtained à compleat Victory, 
he had no leſs than four Sons engaged, namely, the Lords 
Dungarvan, eee Broghill, and Mr. Francis Boyle: 
But had the Misfortune to loſe the valiant Lord Kynalmeaky, 
who in ſeveral Rencounters had defeated the Rebels, and with 
his Father and Brethren preſerved the County of Cork, | | 
Amidſt the extenſive Improvements his Lordſhip made of 
his temporal Eſtate, he dedicated a Portion of it to the great

Diſpenſer thereof, by erecting in Youghall an Hoſpital, or 
Alms-Houſe, for the Relief of ſix decayed Soldiers and Alm. 
men; and a free School, with convenient Dwellings for a 
Maſter and Uſher, which was incorporated 3d March 161 ""_ 
with a Licence of Mortmain, and the School appointed the 
Free School of and for the Dioceſe of Cloyne. And by his 
Deed of Settlement in 1636, he ſettled 20l. Engliſh on the 
Maſter, 10l. on the Uſher, 51. to every Almſman, and 51, to 
maintain and repair: the ſame yearly, the Overplus to remain 
as a Stock for the repairing thereof, as Occaſion ſhould re- 
quire. Theſe Stipends by his Will, dated 24th November 
1642, he charged his Son and Heir, that he and his-Heirs for 
ever Ihould continue and uphold ; and to pay yearly the like 
Allowance for ever to the Schoolmaſter, Uſher, and Almſmen, 
of the Free School and Almſhouſe by him lately erected at 
Liſmore; and alſo to cauſe the like Free School and Almſhouſe 
for ſix Men, to be erected of Lime and Stone, ſawen Timber 
ahd Slatt in the Place, where he had cauſed the Foundation to 
be dug, ¶ viz. Bandon Bridge] and whither, before the Trou- 
bles, he had procured great Part of the ſquared Timber and 
hewed Stone, and other Materials to be brought, for finiſhing 
of that good Work; and to pay yearly the like Stipends ; and 
this to be done ſo ſoon as it ſhould pleaſe God to ſend Peace 
in this Kingdom. And for that (ſays he) I much deſire the 
Good, Increaſe, and Proſperity of Bandon Bridge, and the 
Inhabitants thereof, whom 1 have ever (till now of late) much 
'tendered and reſpected, I do therefore deelare it to be my 
Will, that there be a very ſtrong and ſubſtantial Bridge of

ritable Work he was induced, though he loſt the Benefit of his 
Ferryboat thereby. Towards the new building, covering, and:

He was no ſooner arrived at Oxford, but the Marquis of 


Montroſe propoſing a Scheme for raiſing ſach a Body of the

were then in Treaty with the Parliament, as ſhould oblige the 


Scots Army to return out of England, if he had but ſome Troops 
to begin with, and to ſerve for a Pretenſion to the Royaliſts 
that ſhould join him, conſulted with the Earl of Antrim, whe- 
ther it might not be poſſible to draw a Body of Men out of Ire- 


land, to be ſuch a Foundation for raiſing the ſaid Forces in

the Suit of his ſaid Grandfather, and in Conſideration of his 
Services to the Crown in Q. Elizabeth's Time, he was 
granted in Ward to John Chicheſter Eſq; nominated as a 
'Fruſtee to preferve the Eſtate, in Cafe of his Grandfather's 
Death during his Minority; and continued in his Cuſtody 
until 18th February 1612, when the Wardſhip of his Mar- 
riage and Lands was granted to Edmund Fitz-John Barry of 
Ballyſpellan, and Gregory Lombard of Buttevant, Gent. for 
the ſame Purpoſe. After his Grandfather's Death, King 
James, at his Requeſt, and that he might be encouraged to 
perſevere, as his Anceſtors had done, in the Service of the 
Crown, directed the L. D. 22d October 1618, to grant him 
a ſpecial Livery of all his Eſtate, notwithſtanding his Mino- 
rity ; but his Lordſhip not receiving the Benefit thereof during 
that Reign, King Charles I. 13th May 1625, gave freſh Di- 
rections, which were executed 12th December 1626 in the 


moſt extenfive Manner (w). And his Majeſty having re- 


ceived ample Teſtimony of his Virtues and Merits ; of his 
conſtant Profeſſion of the true Religion, and faithful Affection 
to his Majeſty's Service, being one of the ancient Engliſh 
Nobility of Ireland, was pleaſed, for his Encouragement to 
perſevere in ſo worthy and honourable Courſes, to advance 
him, by Privy Seal dated at Weſtminſter 3oth November 


1627, and by Patent (x) at Dublin 28th February follow- 
ing, to the Dignity of Earl of Barrymore.

On 14th July 1634 he took his Seat in Parliament; ſerved 
againſt the Scots in 1639; and ſoon after the breaking out 
of the Rebellion, the Iriſh offering to make him their Ge- 
neral, he rejected the Propoſal with the utmoſt Diſdain, ſay- 
ing, 1 will firt take an Offer from my Brother Dungarvan, to 
he Hangman-General at Youghall. Upon which, the Iriſh 
threatening to deſtroy his Houſe of Caſtlelyons, he ſent them 
Word, he would defend it while one Stone ſtood upon ano- 
ther, deſiring them to trouble him no more with their Of- 
fers, for that he was reſolved to live and die a faithful Sub- 
jet to the Engliſh Crown, After this, he placed 100 
Engliſh in his Caſtle of Shandon near Cork, for which 
Service, and his faithful, noble, and courageous Carriage, he 
received the Thanks of the Government (21 January) and 
his Care and Countenance, in Conjunction with Edmund 
itz-Gerald, Seneſchal of Imokilly, kept that Part of the 
Country (Imokilly) in Subjection, and preſerved the Paſſage 


between Cork and Youghall. On 1oth May 1642 his Lord- 


ſhip and Lord Dungarvan, with their Troops, purſued the 
Condons, and took the Caſtle of Ballymac-Patrick (now 
Carey's-ville) in which was his great Aunt, with 100 Wo- 


men and Children, and about ſixty Rebels, fifty-one of whom 


were executed on the Spot, the reſt being killed in the At- 
| tack, which was the firſt ſucceſsful Attempt of the Engliſh 
In that Part of the Country. In July following he took 
Cloghlea-Caſtle near Kilworth; on the ſecond of which 
Month he was joined in Commiſſion with the Lord Inchi- 
quin, to take Care of the Civil Government of Munſter ; 
commanded a Troop of fixty Horſe, and two Companies of 
100 Foot each, which he maintained at his own Charge, 
and headed at the Battle of Liſcarrol 3d September 1642; 
on the 29th of which Month he died, and was interred in the

attended Robert, Earl of Eſſex, in his firſt Expedition to 
Spain, who in 1596 made him a Knight for his Bravery in 
the ſtorming of Cades; after which he was a Commander 


in the Netherlands, and when that Earl firſt propoſed to 
manage the Iriſh Wars, he procured two Regiments of old 


Soldiers to be tranſported into this Kingdom from the Low 


Countries, namely, thoſe of Sir Charles Percy and Sir Henry 
Docura, in the former of which Sir Oliver Lambart com- 
manded a Company of 150 Foot; who landing in Ireland 
before the Earl's Arrival, were incorporated with the new 
raiſed Regiments, to ſeaſon and ſupply them with able Of- 
ficers. In'this Station Sir Oliver ſerved againſt Tiroen and 
other Rebels, until the Earl, in September 1599, on his 
leaving the Kingdom, appointed him proviſionally; Maſter

after which he was made Serjeant-Major of the Army. 


In March 1600 he victualled the Garriſon of Maryborough 5 


for three Months, which before was in extream Diſtreſs;

Horſe invaded the Territories of Leix and Offaley; and with 


much Judgment and 3 victualled the Garriſon of 
Philipſtown, meeting with briſk Attacks from the O Mores 
and O Connors, who had boaſted, that the Queen's Forces 
ſhould not be able to victual it. He afterwards (16th May} 
with the Earl of Southampton, joined the L. D. Mountjoy 
at Dundalk, in his Expedition towards Ulſter againſt Tiroen, 
who had raiſed the old Fort of Blackwater, burned Ardmagh, 


and, after other Ravages, entrenched himſelf in the ſtrong 


Faſtneſs of Loughlurgan ; with which Forces the Iriſh were 


reduced by one Winter's War to the Neceſſity of eating 


one another, and Tiroen forced to ſubmit to Mercy. In 
this Service Sir Oliver greatly aſſiſted; and from the 7th to 
the 12th of July lay encamped in Offaley, where he made a 
Cauſeway, and a ſmall Fort in the Faſtneſs to facilitate the 
Relief of Philipſtown, near which Place he met the L. D.

When he firſt came to the Crown, he found the Kingdo 

involved in a bloody War with the Danes, who were en- 
deavouring to enſlave the whole Nation; and alſo perceiving 
that ſeveral of his Subjects, and even ſome of the provincial 
Kings, had joined in a moſt unnatural Confederacy with the 
common Enemy, he raiſed an Army, and, in Perſon, fought no 


leſs than twenty-four Battles (ſome Writers double the Num- 


ber) with ſuch good Succeſs, that towards the End of his 
Reign no Danes were left in Ireland, except ſome few, whom 
he ſuffered to remain in the Cities of Dublin, Cork, Lime- 
rick, Waterford, and the Town of Wexford, ſolely for the 
Benefit of Trade ; theſe Foreigners. being a mercantile People 
(and preſumed to have ſettled here many Ages before on the 
Score of Traffique) who ſupplied the Kingdom with many 


_ uſeful Commodities, and by that Means were a publick Ad- 


vantage to the whole Nation, 7 
Peace being thus eſtabliſhed, he omitted nothing that might 
conduce to make his Kingdom flouriſh ; and with that View 


exected the Churches of Killaloe and Inis-Cealbrach, * 
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was interrupted by the Danes, the common Di

the Biſhops to their Sees; founded many Schools; revived 
and repaired the decayed Univerſities; raiſed Fortifications, 
erected Garriſons; laid Cauſeways, and built Bridges; ap- 
pointed Surnames of Diſtinction to the ſeveral Branches of 
the Mileſian Race and other principal Families, to avoid 
Confuſion, and preſerve the Genealogies with greater Regu- 
larity and Exactneſs. He alſo purged the eſtabliſhed Laws 
from the Corruptions, which had crept into them, and his 
Inſtitutes were ſo revered and obſerved, that (to ſhew their 
Excellence) it is reported, had a beautiful Woman, adorned 
with Gold and Fewels, travelled alone throughout' the Kingdom, 
no Attempt would have been made upon her Honour or Treaſure. 


But, amidſt theſe and many other equally great and uſeful 


Undertakings, for the Benefit of his Subjects, the good King 
„ the C urbers of 
the Country; to oppoſe whom he entered into a League 


with ſeveral of the Iriſh Princes, to unite their Forces, and 


expel them out of the Kingdom, as publick Enemies. This 
Union being known to the Danes, Sitrich Mac Anlift, their 
King of Dublin, made Peace with Mac Murrough, King of 
Leinſter, and not only obtained Succours from him, but from 


the Danes and Norwegians, inhabiting the Iſle of Man and the 


HFebrides; fo that their Numbers are ſaid to conſiſt of 12000 


Men, who landed at Dublin; and being joined by the King 
of Leinſter, a Herald was ſent with a Challenge to King 


Brien, to fight at Clantarffe, a Place on the Sea Coaſt about 
two Miles from the City. The King accepting the Chal- 


Tenge,. a Battle enſued, the Event whereof put an End to all 
the Daniſh Hopes in Ireland, which they had harraſſed for 


219 Years before. This Battle, ſo remarkable in Hiſtory, 
was the twenty-fifth fought againſt them in Perſon by King 
Brien, and happened on Good Friday, 23d April 1014, in 


the 12th Year of his Reign, as Monarch of Ireland, and the 
Zoth, as King of Munſter. And, beſides himſelf, his Son 


Murrough, and Grandſon Turlogh, fell ſeven petty Kings, 
and moſt of the Nobility of Munſter and Connaught, with 


4000 (fome ſay 7000 and ſome 11000) of inferior Degree. 
On the other Side were killed the King of Leinſter, who 


occaſioned the Battle, with his principal Subjects and 3000 


Soldiers; and, of the Danes, the King of Denmark's two 
Sons Carolus Knutus and Andreas, and 10700 Men. King 


Brien was eighty-four (ſome ſay eighty-eight) Years old, and 
buried (as ſome write) in the Cathedral of Ardmagh, the

came devoted to the Engliſh Parliament; and openly declaring 
his Reſohution, 17th July 1644, and ſtrongly remonſtrating 
againſt the Ceſſation, ſent to them for Supplies of all Things 
neceſſary to proſecute the War, and was received with open 
Arms, and Promiſes of large and immediate Supplies. 

His Lordſhip joining the Lord Broghill ſoon after, the 
formed a Body of 12000 Men, and pretending that the bil 
had applied to Foreign Princes for Supplies, that they would 
not make Peace on reaſonable Terms, and intended to ſurprize * 
all his Garriſons; he drove the Popiſh Magiſtrates and Inha- 
bitants out of Cork, Youghall, and Kingſale, allowing them 
to take only ſuch Goods as they could carry, _—_ their Pro- 
viſions, and other Effects. This Revolt of his occaſioned ſome 
ſevere Expoſtulations between his Lordſhip and the Marquis 
of Ormond ; but to no Effect, as he was reſolved not to ha- 
zard himſelf or his Friends, by re-admitting the ſecluded In- 
habitants ; of which the Parliament being advertiſed, and de- 
ſirous to reward his Service on this Occaſion, conſtituted him 
their Preſident of Munſter; but being unable to ſend him Sup- 
plies, he was obliged to make a temporary Ceſſation with the 
Iriſh, which continued to the next Spring, when the Earl of 
Caſtlehaven renewed the War ; and his Lordſhip having re- 
ceived no Supplies from the Parliament, was obliged to, take 
the Field with 1000 Horſe and 1500 Foot; with which in 
April 1645 he took Roſtellan, and Ballymartyr, the latter a 
Caſtle belonging to his Uncle, Edmond Fitz-Gerald, Senef- 
chal of Imokilly; and put Barrymore and Imokilly under 
Contribution. in 1647, commanding an Army of 5000 Foot 
and 1500 Horſe, he reduced Dromanagh and Capoquin, on 
the 3d of May, and inveſted Dungarvan, which ſurrendered 
on the roth; but the Want of Proviſions obliged him to return 
to Cork, whereof the Parliament being advertiſed, they or- 
dered him Thanks, and a Train of Artillery; and being rein- 
forced from England, in the Beginning of September he took 
Caker by Surrender; Fethard, and the Rock of Caſhel, by 
Storm, and put the whole County of Tipperary under Contri- 
bution. And, receiving a very large Recruit, he again took 
the Field 28th September, with 4000 Foot and 1200 Horſe; 
and 13th November meeting with the Iriſh Army, under the 


Direction of the Engliſh Parliament. This Account is given by the Earl of Claren- 
don; but his Lordſhip affigned another Reaſon for this his Defection, which was, the 
manifeſt Partiality ef the King's Party to the Iriſh, particularly at the Treaty with 
their Commiſſioners at Oxford, concerning a Peace, and the ruinous Meaſures they 
evidently ſtrove to take for their own Exaltation, and the Deſtruction of the Proteſt- 
CS there, Theſe Reaſons in Conjunction did certainly induce him to alter his 
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Lord Taaffe, conſiſting of 7464 Foot, and 1076 Horſe, be- 


ſides Officers, he gave them a total Defeat at Knocknoneſs, 
near Mallow, with the Slaughter of 3000, and the taking 
6000 Arms, thirty-eight Colours, the General's Tent and 


Cabinet, and all their Baggage and Ammunition ; on Notice 


of which, the Parliament voted 10, ooo l. to be ſent to Mun- 
ſer, and a Letter of Thanks, with a Preſent of 10001. to his 


Lordſhip. 


Hut after this Battle, and the Delivery of Dublin to the Par- 


liament's Commiſſioners by the Marquis of Ormond, his 
Lordſhip perceiving that the Independents were taking Mea- 
ſures to deſtroy the Monarchy and Conftitution of England, 


he as eaſily repented his Engagement with the Parliament, as 
he had haſtily made it in the Height of his Diſcontent ; and 


being weary of ſuch Maſters, and heartily abhorring their's 
and the Army's Proceedings towards the King ; reſolved to 
redeem his Miſcondu& by running any Hazard, and expoſing 
kis Al] for his Majeſty's Service and Reſtoration. With this View 
correſponded with the Marquis of Ormond, whilſt he conti- 
nued in England; ſent a Remonſtrance in January 1647 to 
the Parliament, and in February ſurprized Carrick-Mac-Grif- 
fin, reduced Callan the 13th, and ſome other Forts in thoſe 
Parts; by the Advantage whereof he laid a large Share of the 
Counties of Kilkenny and Waterford under Contribution, 


and his Troops made Incurſions under the very Walls of Kil- 


kenny. 
But his Deſign of promoting the King's Service being ſuſ- 


pected, by ſome of his Officers, they formed a Plot to ſeize 


Cork and Youghall, whilſt his Lordthip was abroad with the 
Army; which Conſpiracy (though diſcovered and prevented, 


and the chief Contrivers ſeized and impriſoned by Order of 2 


Council of War, and all the Officers ſworn to ſtand by him, 
and to be true to one another) diſcovered his Deſigns too 
early, and cauſed the Parliament, by their Ships, to block up 


the Harbours of Cork, Youghall, and Kingfale ; of which 
Event he ſent immediate Notice to the Marquis of Ormond, 


earneſtly preſſing his Return with a Supply of Money, if he 
could, if not, without it, as his Preſence was abſolutely neceſ- 


ſary, and would make the King Maſter of the Provinces of 


Leinſter and Munſter. 


The Marquis being diſabled to comply with his Requeſt, 
and ſoon after flying into France, his Lordſhip held a cloſe 
- Correſpondence with him, and frankly promiſed to receive him 
into Munſter as the King's L. L. that the Province and Army 
- ſhould pay him all Obedience; and in order to his (e's 28 
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he would maks a Ceſſation with the Iriſh, to bring about a 


firm Conjunction of the whole Kingdom to the King. But 


before the Marquis could arrive to embrace this generous Pro- 
poſal (being detained by the ſpecious Promiſes of Cardinal Ma- 


zarin) Cromwell had got Philip, Lord Liſle, Son to Robert 


Earl of Leiceſter, to be ſent into Ireland L. L. with a Com- 
miſſion for a limited Time; who landed in Munſter, with an 


Intent to deſtroy the Lord Inchiquin's Reputation and Com- 


mand there; but his Commiſſion terminating 13th April 1648, 
before he could effect it, he left his Lordſhip in the full Power 
of Command of the whole Engliſh Army there, which was a 


better Body of Men than the Parliament had in any other Part 
of the Kingdom, and in greater Reputation than he was be- 
fore: Which he had preſerved with wonderful Dexterity, ex- 


Cling every Day the Arrival of the Marquis, and every Day 
1 the Parliament of the ill Condition he was in, and 
preſſing for a Supply of Men and Money, when he knew they 


would ſend neither. At laſt the Marquis arrived, and landing 
at Cork 29th September 1648, his Lordſhip received him as 


the King's Lieutenant (having, as propoſed, concluded 22d 
May, a Ceſſation with the Iriſh) whereby he became poſſeſſed 
of the whole Province of Munſter. For which ſignal Service 
done to his Majeſty, Lord Inchiquin (14th April 1649) was 
voted a Traitor by the Parliament; but by the King's Letter 
afterwards from the Hague, appointed Preſident of Munſter. 
On the 20th June 1649, Michael Jones, Governor of Dub- 


lin, having ſent the greateſt Part of his Horſe to Drogheda, 


Lord Inchiquin purſued them with ſuch Succeſs, that he ſur- 
prized a Troop, and routed Col. Chidley Coote at the Head 
of 300 Horſe, killing many, the reſt flying to Drogheda; whi- 
ther he followed, and had that Town ſurrendered to him on 
the 28th, when, of about 700 Foot and 255 Horſe, 600 of the 
Foot and 220 Horſe joined his Lordſhip, and took Service in 


his Majeſty's Army. He then marched to the inveſted Dun- 


dalk, 15th July, which in two Days Col. Monck (after Duke 
of Albemarle) was forced by his own Soldiers to deliver up; 
and moſt of the Officers and Soldiers engaging in the King's 
Service, he ſoon took in the Garriſons of Newry, Norragh- 
water, Greencaſtle, Carlingford, and Trim; and haying thus 
reduced the Northern Garriſons, returned to the Royal Camp 

But in the latter End of the Year, his Forces being ſeduced 
by Cromwell's Spies, revolted ; whereby finding himſelf ex- 
poſed to his Enemies, and his Life in Danger, he embarked

at Finglas, with more Men than he carried out. 
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roſe in Baſſe-Bretagne in France: And'an Act being paſſed by 
Cromwell's Parliament, 12th Auguſt, 1652, for ſettling the 


Affairs of Ireland, his Lordſhip (among others) was excepted 
from Pardon. From Baſſe-Bretagne he went to Italy, and 
returning to France, was made Lieutenant-General by the 
French King of his Army ; and upon the Conqueſt of Catalo- 
nia, appointed Viceroy thereof. After which he ſerved in 
Spain and the Netherlands; and being ordered to command 
the Troops ſent to aſſiſt the Portugueſe. on their Revolt from 
Spain, he, with his eldeſt Son, and all his Family, were tak- 


en by an Algerine Corſair, which occaſioned the ſending of 


Count Schomberg on that Service, who extricated his Portu- 


gueſe Majeſty from many Troubles. Having ranſomed himſelf 


and Family, he retired into France, and ſurviving his own 
private Troubles, and the Confuſions of the Publick, lived to 
ſee the Reſtoration of his King, with whom he returned into 
England, and was rewarded by him, for his eminent Services 
and Sufferings, that very Year (z), with the Dignity and Title 
of Earl of Inchiquin, and the Creation Fee of 201. a Year; 
and was reſtored to his Eſtate by Act of Parliament in England, 
which was confirmed by the Act of Settlement; and in the

Liſmore, he, with fixty Horſe and 140 Foot reheved Sir 
Richard Oſborne, beſieged in his Caſtle of Knockmone with 
the Slaughter of - 200 Rebels; (having put many Hundreds 
of them to Flight the 3d of March before) and on his Return 
4th July 1642, being way-laid by a ſtrong Body near Capo- 
quin, he boldly charged them, killed two Captains and about 
200 Soldiers, with the Loſs only of one Engliſhman ; (this 
being the firft pitched Battle fought in Munſter) and 21ſt of

that Month, with the Lord Dungarvan, took the Caſtle of 


Ardmore, with the Slaughter of 140 of the Enemy; for 
which ſeaſonable Services he received a Letter of Thanks 
from the Lords Juſtices. 2 i 
He was ſoon after this in the Battle of Liſcarrol with his 


three Brothers, when a compleat Victory was the Reward of 


their gallant Behaviour; and in this Action his Lordſhip be- 
ing taken Priſoner, was reſcued by his own Men. He was 
joined by the L. J. towards the End of the Year, with Cap- 
tain Fephſon, to Lord Inchiquin, as Commiſſioners for the 
Government of Munſter, with Directions to deſtroy the Ene- 
my's Proviſions; and continued with Vigour to ſuppreſs the 
Rebellion, until the Ceſſation of Arms, concluded 15th Sep- 
tember 1643, which he earneſtly oppoſed, as a Step that 


would prove deſtructive to the Proteſtant Intereſt of Ireland ; 


and on that Account, was at the Head of a Petition of the 
Proteſtants of Munſter to the Marqueſs of Ormond and the 
Council ; repreſenting, with great Weight, their Grievences, 
and beſeeching them to call to Mind, that his Majeſty had 
obliged himſelf, by giving his Aﬀent to an Act of Parkia- 
ment, to grant no Pardon, or Terms of Peace to the Ne- 


bels, without the Conſent of his Parliament ef England. 


And, being daily alarmed with Plots of the Papiſts, who, 
among other Contrivances, had formed a Deſign on the City 


of Cork; he joined with the Lord Inchiquin and others, 18th | 


July 1644, in a Letter to the King, ſetting forth, Fhar 
% no Peace could be concluded with the Iriſh, which would 
„ not bring to his Majeſty, and the Engliſh in general, a 
far greater Prejudice, than the Shew of a Peace there would 
« bring them Advantage; and thereupon befought him to 
<«. proclaim again the Iriſh to be Rebels, and not to pardon 
« fuch, who had committed Crimes above Deſcription.” 
But ſuch a diſſatisfactory Anſwer, had they from the King, 
on whom his Lordſhip waited at Oxford, that he and the 
Lord Inchiquin put themſelves under the Protection of the

Parliament, who had undertaken to manage the War in Ire- 


land; and receiving a Commiſſion for Lord Inchiquin to 


| proſecute the Iriſh in Munſter, returned and joined - him, 


when by their Courage and Conduct they drove the Rebels 
out of moſt of the Port Towns, and other conſiderable Places 
in that Province, and formed a Body of 12000, Men in Arms, 
In 1644 he ſtept aſide from the Camp to attend the Senate, 
taking his Seat in Parliament 10th April; and 3d July had a 
reverſionary Grant for Life of the Conſtableſhip of Limerick, 


after the Death of George Courtnay, Efq,, We find him 


in the Field the next Year, for, 1oth May command- | 


ing the Horſe under Lord Inchiquin, he gained a Victory 


over the Earl of Caſtlehaven's Forces at Caſtle-Lyons, and 
obliged him to raiſe the Siege of Youghal; after which, he 
retook Ballymartyr, and Roſtellan; and in 1646 Lord Mu- 
kery” 8 ang. Caſtle of Blarney near Cork; and obtaining 


many other Succeſſes over the Rebels, he 1 himſelf 


ſo conſiderable, that Cromwell careſſed him by all the Arts 
he was Maſter of (which were not a few) brought him over 
to aſſiſt him in the Reduction of Ireland, after the Death of 


King Charles I; and received him as this intimate Friend, 
repoſing an intire Confidence in his Lordſhip's Judgment and 
Integrity, which indeed were above Corruption. 


On his Lordſhip's Arrival in Ireland with F ares from 


Briſtol, ſo much had he gained the Affections of all, who 
had e under him before, that they inſtantly repaired to 


him; fo: that he had ſoon a Troop of Horſe, . compoſed of 
Gentlemen, and a Regiment of 1500 Foot well appointed, 
with which in October, he joined Cromwell at Wexford, 


who had landed at Dublin with an Army of 12000 Horſe 


and Foot, 14th Auguſt 1649; when Oliver - marching to 
Drogheda, made a bloody Entrance there, and his Lordſhip 


proceeding Southward, reduced, by the 12th of aber, 


Kingfale, Cork, Bandon, and Voughal, without the Effuſion 


of Blood; and Cromwell's Army being reduced to a miſera- 
ble Condition before Clonmell, he adyertifed. his Lordſhip 


thereof, and that he ſnhould be obliged to raiſe the Siege, if 


he did, not immediately join him; to which he returned An- 


ſwer, that he had juſt defeated the Enemy, conſiſting of alone

| Richard's Parliament and Cabinet Council; and prevailed 


(c) By an Order of Cromwell's Parliament, dated $th September 1666, were

Power and Eſteem. And, ſeeing the Government run into 
wild Meaſures, he took that Occaſion to treat with the Chiefs 
of that Province, and after ſecuring them to his Intereſts, 
ſent a truſty Agent to Sir Charles Coote, to prevail with him 
to do in the North of Ireland, what he had done in the South, 


Sir Charles readily came into the Deſign, and having in a 


ſhort Time taken proper Meaſures to ſecure the North, his 
Lordſhip diſpatched his Brother Francis, with a few Lines in 
a Scrip'of Paper, nicely quilted in the Collar of his Doublet, 
to affure the King, then at Bruſſels, that he had 5000 of his 
Proteſtant Subjects, all tried reſolute Men, at or near Cork, 
ready to attend his Majeſty, if he would pleaſe to come into 
his Kingdom of Ireland. The King embraced the Propoſal, 
and had provided Diſguiſes for that Purpoſe; but as he was 


going to take Horſe for Calais, received certain Advice that 


General Monck ' deſigned his Reſtauration in England; fo 
that, acknowledging Lord Broghill's ſingular Loyalty, he gave 


bim all Aſſurances of his Favour ; and, the firſt Time he 


ſpoke in Council, mentioned his Obligations to his Lordſhip, 


and the Proteſtants of Ireland. | 


Whilſt he was preparing for the King's Reception at Cork, 
he had a Letter from Sir Charles Coote, acquainting him 
that their Deſign having taken Wind, he was obliged to de- 
clare before the Time; and advifed his Lordſhip to do the

ployed againſt him, concluding, *< you ſhould remember,

' Theſe conſiderable Services were well accepted, and largely 
rewarded by the King ; who conferred upon. his Lordihip, 
by Letters Patents 95 dated at Weſtminſter 5th September 
1660, the Dignity of Earl of Orrery ; with the Creation Fee 
of 201. a Year; and 28th of the ſame Month made him Af- 
ſeſſor, Collector, and Receiver General of all his Majeſty's

ſuch Liberties and Privileges, as ſhould be demanded by Sir Hugh Montgomery, or 
ſuch as the Deputy and Council ſhould think fitting ; and for avoiding Stealths and 


other Enormities, to authorize Sir Hugh to keep a competent Number of Boats, 


for tranſporting of Paſſengers and Goods from the Rynns of Galloway, or Port- 
Patrick to Donoghadee ; with a Clerk to book the Names of all Paſſengers, with 
the Number and Quality of their Goods; and alſo to appoint a yearly Magiftrate 
to govern that Place, And, 'to take away all Doubts and Fears of troubling his 
Eſtate by new Challenges heteafter, his Majeſty was pleaſed, that an Act of Par- 
lament ſhould paſs, for Confirmation of that his Grant of all the Premiſſes for ever. 
The Commiſſioners returned, that they held Donoghadee to he the only fitteſt 
Place for a Ferry between the Rivers of Strangford and Carrickfergus, . for the 
Safety of Boats and Entertainment of Paſſengers ; and, which was more, that Sir 
Hugh Montgomery would erect a Pier for Defence of the Harbour; and they con- 
ceived, that confidering the great Tranſportation already there uſed, the Harbour 
could not be well ſupplied under fixteen good Boats, each to have four Men in the 
Summer, and fix in the Winter. Dated from Donaghadee 22d October 1616. Ac- 
cordingly, he built the Kay of Donoghadee- in Form of a Creſcent, of large Stones 
without Cement, 128 Yards in Length; and had a full Confirmation of his Eſtate, 
by Patent, dated at Dublin xith October 1626. e Tn 
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to 54,199 Acres. By Letters Patent (J) under the Great 
Seal of England, bearing Date at Weſtminſter 3d May 1622, 
he was. created Viſcount Montgomery of- the Great Ardes, 


with the Creation Fee of 131. Gs. 8 d. a Year, payable out 


of the Cuſtoms of Dublin: And 4th November 1634 he took 


his Seat in the Houſe of Lords. 


After King Charles's Acceſſion to the Throne, (the Ne- 
ceſſity of the Britiſh being well armed for the Defence of the 


Kingdom being obvious) he had his Majeſty's Licence, dated 


at Whitehall 2d April 1626, to import Arms from Abroad 
for the Uſe of his Tenants, they to allow him requiſite Sa- 
tisfaction for the ſame ; and becauſe his Lordſhip having Lands 


in Scotland, might ho Occaſion frequently to repair thi- 


ther, and eſpecially at that Time, being to build a Church at 
Port-Montgomery, and to repair the ſaid Port, (which, with 
the Caſtle and Lands of Dunſky, he had purchaſed from Sir 
Robert Adair of Kinhilt) he had a Licence to paſs into that 
Kingdom as often as his Occaſions ſhould require, and Li-

ceſſaries from his own Bounds in Ireland, as were requiſite 
for his own Uſe, and Advancement of his 1 5 intended Work 
in Scotland.

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His Lordſhip, with the Lord Clanbrazil, Sir James Mont- 
gomery, Sir George Monroe, and the reſt of the Scottiſh Na- 
tion reſiding in the Counties of Downe and Antrim, being

(a) Her Ladyſhip was a great Sufferer by the Rebellion of 164.1, as appears by 
her Depoſition, ſworn 3d September 1642, wherein ſhe declares, that about 25th 
October ſhe was robbed by the Iriſh, in the Counties of Longford, Cavan, and Lei- 
trim, of her Means and Goods, to the Value of 62:01. 8 s. in Cattle; 1821. in 
Horſes and Mares; 3311. 8s, in Sheep and Hogs ; 1561. 38. 4d. in Houſhold. 
Stuff, &c, the Charge of building the Houſe of Caftle-Forbes, with the Outhouſes 
and Improvements 1000 l. the feeding and relieving poor deſpoiled Proteſtants, to 
the Number of 220, for about nine Months, viz. from about 1 November 164z 
to 2d Auguſt 1642, when ſhe and they ſtopping to moſt miſerable and woeful Want, 
vere enforced to deſert the Caſtle on Quarter; ſo that her Loſſes amounted to 3774 J. 
8 5. 4 d. beſides the future Loſs of her Lands and Means, worth $611. 16s. a Year. 
Her Ladyſhip's Behaviour, during the Aſſaults made on her Houſe by the Rebels, do- 
ſerves a particular Notice.. In the very Beginning of the Rebellion, fearing the 


Dangers which enſued, ſhe endeavoured to furniſh her Caſtle with Arms, Ammuni- - 


tion, Proviſions, and Men, to refiſt the Rebels; and gathering all her Brit.ſh Te- 
ants in the County of Longford, kept as ſtrong Watch and Ward as poſſible. And 
the Rebels ſoon after robbing all her Tenants, with thoſe of the Lady Longford and 

Sir John Seaton, who thereupon fled to Caſtle-Forbes for Relief, and taking the 
Caſtle of Longford, and murdering the Garriſon after Quarter given, prepared to be- 
| fiege Caſtie-Forbes, and being 4 or 500 ſtrong, built Cabbins within Muſket-ſhot, 
but were repulſed four ſeveral Times; when beleaguering the Caſtle anew within 
Piſtol-ſhot, and making many Trenches, they ſhot in at the Windows, and killed 
ſome in the Houſe and ſome on the Walls, but with the Loſs of about Eighty by the 
Fire from the Caſtle. After this they took the Well by Surprize, and in order © 
deprive the Befieged of Water, ſeized a Scottiſh Man that endeavoured to go to the 
Caftle, and hanging him, ripped up his Belly, and threw him into the Well. The 
Caſtle being near ſtarved for Want of Water, dug a Hole forty Feet deep in the 


Bawne, and recoyered Water; and when any went out privately to ſeek Relief, the 


Rebels from Time to Time murdered and left them to be devoured by Dogs and 
Fowl, calling the Proteſtants of the Caſtle, Purican Dogs and Heretichs; Traitors 


to Cod and the Xing; and threatening that Man, Woman, and Child ſhould be cut off. 


When no Relief was expected from the Army, the Lady Forbes gave all her great 
Horſes to eat; and after they were ſpent, the Beſieged eat the ſtinking Cow-Hides, 


which had lain on Dunghills in the Bawne from Chriſtmaſs before; and were en- 


| forced to dry and grind upon Quernes all the old four Grains of Malt they could get, 

and bake for Bread, and the poorer Sort eat the Weeds from off the Dunghills, 
ſo that they were put to ſtrange Miſery and Want. And when her Ladyſhip by 
Letters earneſtly deſired Leave for the Poor to go into the Garden, or before the 
Caſtle-gate, to eat the Graſs, they refuſed, with ſaying, They would keep theme till 
the Ravens did eat their Guts, And two Children going forth to eat Weeds, the one 


was ſhot dead and the other wounded, After which a poor Woman, whoſe Huf- ' 


band they had apprehended, going to beg his Life, with two Children at her Feet 
and one at her Breaſt, ſhe and her ſucking Child were ſlain, one of the others had his 
Neck broken, and the third hardly eſcaped, When the Beſieged were driven to 
that Exigence, that they had nothing to eat, but were all very near to famiſh, then, 
with much Difficulty, Lady Forbes obtained Quarter, to march away with their 
wearing Cloaths and Arms to Trim, where 220 Perſons, through many Dangers 
dad Miſeries, were conducted, and thence eſcaped to Dublin, ray - 
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| ing zealouſly affected to the royal Intereſt, was a Commander 
in the Northern Parts of Scotland for King Charles II; which 
(as Sir Philip Warwick writes) ſome Time after Worceſter- 
Fight coſt the Engliſh ſome Pains and Marches, becauſe the 
Commanders were choice Men, ſuch as the Lord Glancairn, 
Sir Arthur Forbes, and Middleton; yet Monck at length de- 
feated them; and the very Iſtes of Orkney, the Hebrides and 
Shetland were reduced. After this he returned to Ireland, 
and being comprehended within the Articles, made by General 
Monck with the Lord of Lorne, and by the 4th Head there- 
of. to enjoy his Eſtate in Ireland, if the fame was not diſpoſed 
the Government, in Conſideration that it did not appear, 
tat he ever acted, aſſiſted, or countenanced the Rebellion in 
Ireland, and that the levying of War by him was only in Scot. 
land or England, ordered, 17th Auguſt 165 5, that he ſhould 
enjoy his Eſtate in the Counties of Leitrim and Longford, 
When the Reſtoration was concerted, between the Lord 
Broghill and Sir Charles Coote, he was ſent to Bruſſels by Sir 
Charles, to aſſure the King, if he would pleaſe to come into 
Ireland, the whole Kingdom would declare for him; but the 
King, well knowing that Ireland muſt wait upon the Fate of 
England, reſolved to attend the Viciſſitude there, and diſmiſ.

Upon the Reſtoration, he was conſidered for his great Abi-

The Earl, after accepting the Poſt, in a Diſcourſe with 
Colonel Robert Levingſton, a Perſon of conſiderable Eſtate 
and fair Reputation, and who had ſeveral Employments in 
that Province, took Occaſion to mention the Scandal, that 
lay upon New-York. on thoſe Accounts, and expreſſing a Zeal 
to put a Stop to that pyratical Trade, the Colonel propoſed 
the employing of Captain William Kid, lately arrived thence 
in a trading Sloop of his own, who knew the principal Py- 
rates, and their uſual Reſorts, and who would undertake to 
ſeize-moſt of them, in Caſe he might be employed in one of 
the King's Ships, a good Sailor, of about thirty Guns and 
150 Men.

ſtories of that King's Reign. After the Battle of the Boyne, 
and his Majeſty's Departure from Ireland, General Ginkell, 


whoſe Province it was to proſecute the War, began that 
Work by decamping, th June 1691, from Mullenger, and 
ſummoning the next Day the Garriſon of Ballymore; the 
Governor whereof, Colonel Ulick Burke, returning an evaſive 
Anſwer, the General commanded the Attack, when two 
Breaches being made, the Garriſon ſurrendered at Diſcre- 
tion. After making the Place defenſible, he marched to- 


wards Athlone; and 20th June ordered an Aſſault to be made, 
which the Engliſh obeyed with great Reſolution, and a con- 


tinued Fire until they came to the Breach; after which Suc- 


ceſs, Batteries were raiſed againſt the Iriſh Town, and on the 


30th, about Six o'Clock in the Evening, the Army intrepidly 


took the River Shannon, (the Stream being very rapid, and 


the Paſſage rendered very difficult by many large Stones) and
